Despite drop in erime, rate 
of incareeration on the rise 


WAS H I N GTO N I Growing at a rate of about 900 
inmates each week between mid-2003 and 
mid-2004, the nation’s prisons and jails held 
2.1 million people, or one in every 138 U.S. res- 
idents, the government reported Sunday. 

By last June 30, there were 48,000 more 
inmates more than the year before — an 
increase of 2.3 percent, according to the lat- 
est figures from the Bureau of Justice Statistics. 

The total inmate pop- 
ulation has hovered 
around 2 million for the 
past few years, reaching 
2.1 million on June 30, 

2002, andjust below that 
mark a year later. 

While the crime rate 
has fallen over the past 
decade, the number of 
people in prison and jail 
is outpacing the number 

of inmates released, said 

the report’s co-author, Paige Harrison. 

Harrison said the increase can be attribut- 
ed largely to get-tough policies enacted in the 
1980s and 1990s. Among them are mandato- 
ry drug sentences, “three-strikes-and-you’re- 
out” laws for repeat offenders, and “truth-in- 
sentencing” laws that restrict early releases. 

According to the Justice Policy Institute, 
which advocates a more lenient system of 
punishment, the United States has a higher 
rate of incarceration than any other country, 
followed by Britain, China, France, Japan

Frist Defends Filibuster Ban Effort 


Senate leader stands 
by possible bid to force 
votes on judicial picks 

WASH I N GTO N I Majority Leader Bill 
Frist said Sunday it was not “radi- 
cal” to ask senators to vote on judi- 
cial nominees as he hardened his 
effort to strip Democrats of their 
power to stall President Bush’s picks 
for the federal court. 

Frist, speaking at an event orga- 
nized by Christian groups trying 
to rally churchgoers to support an 
end to judicial filibusters, also said 
judges deserve “respect, not retalia- 
tion,” no matter how they rule. 

A potential candidate for 
the White House in 2008, the 



Tennessee Republican made no 
overt mention of religion in the brief 
address, according to a text of his 


videotaped remarks released before 
the event in Louisville, Ky. 

For months, Frist has threat- 
ened to take action that would 
shut down the Democrats’ prac- 
tice of subjecting a small number 
of judicial appointees to filibusters. 
Barring a compromise, a showdown 
is expected in the coming weeks. 

“I don’t think it’s radical to ask 
senators to vote. I don’t think it’s 
radical to expect senators to ful- 
fill their constitutional responsibili- 
ties,” said Frist, whom Democrats 
have accused of engaging in “radi- 
cal Republican” politics. 

Frist and other Republicans 


have threatened to seek an inter- 
nal Senate ruling that would declare 
that filibusters are not permitted 
against judicial nominees. 

Democrats blocked 10 appoint- 
ments in Bush’s first term. The 
president has renominated seven 
of the 10 since he won re-election, 
and Democrats have threatened to 
filibuster them again. 

Senate Democratic leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., is open to compro- 
mise, his spokesman said Sunday. 
“There’s lot of concern among 
Republicans about the road Senator 
Frist is leading the Senate down,”

Study: Gene Therapy 
May Slow Alzheimer’s 


WASHINGTON I The first attempt 
at gene therapy for Alzheimer’s 
patients appeared to significantly 
delay worsening of the disease in a 
few people who have tested it so far, 
scientists reported Sunday. 

Far more research is needed to 
see if the experimental treatment, 
which requires a form of brain sur- 
gery, really helps. 

But if the approach pans out, 
researchers say delivering pro- 
tective substances, called growth 
factors, into a diseased brain holds 


the potential to rescue some dying 
brain cells. 

In one patient, the brain tissue 
showed new growth, which was a 
first, according to a study published 
in Sunday’s edition of the journal 
Nature Medicine. 

The preliminary success indi- 
cates that similar approaches might 
help other neurodegenerative dis- 
eases, such as Parkinson’s, said the 
lead researcher. Dr. Mark Tuszynski 
of the University of California, San

Vietnamese Americans 


are making new strides 
30 years after war s end 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I As victorious 
North Vietnamese forces invad- 
ed Saigon, Hai and Son Nguyen 
escaped the city with a few suitcases 
and piles of worthless Vietnamese 
cash. They came to America and 
for years did domestic work as they 
started life anew. 

Three decades later, they are 
successful entrepreneurs, and their 
American-born daughter, Linda, is 
a city council candidate. 

The Nguyens’ is a classic 
American immigrant tale of hard 
work and prosperity, one replicated 
often among the more than 700,000 
Vietnamese who became refugees 
to the United States. 

Making up one of the biggest 
refugee groups in U.S. history, 
most Vietnamese arrived with few 
resources. Today, even as many still 
struggle with isolation, high poverty 
rates and persistent crime, particu- 
larly among low-income youth, some 
are increasingly making their voices 
heard outside their ethnic enclaves

The two women, who are not 
related, are among eight candi- 
dates who want to fill a vacant city 
council seat in a June 7 election — 
and become the first Vietnamese 


American elected to a citywide 
public office in San Jose. 

Of the 1.2 million Vietnamese 
Americans counted in Census 2000, 
one in three lives in California. 

If either candidate is elected,

Pope’s Homily Strikes Inclusive Tone 


Reaches out to Jews, Christians at inaugural Mass 


VATICAN CITY I In abroad message 
of outreach to formally begin his 
papacy, Pope Benedict XVI stressed 
his church’s shared bonds with Jews 
and other Christians and promised 
followers Sunday he would not 
ignore their voices in leading the 
world’s 1.1 billion Roman Catholics. 

The pope’s first major homily in 
St. Peter’s Square also was notewor- 
thy for what it left out: no mention of 
any current political issues or direct 
overtures toward Muslims although 
he paid respects “to believers and 
non-believers alike.” 

“My real program of gover- 
nance is not to do my own will, not 
to pursue my own ideas, but to listen, 
together with the whole church, to 
the word and the will of the Lord,” 
the pontiff told a gallery of dignitar- 


ies and more than 350,000 pilgrims 
in his German-accented Italian. 

The pope did not elaborate, but 
it suggested his papacy could study 
pressing issues such as greater social 
activism and ways to reverse the 
decline of church attendance and 
vocations in the West. The inclusive 
tone of the homily — given after he 
received the Fisherman’s Ring and 
other symbols of papal authority — 
added fodder to a deep reassessment 
of Benedict since his election Tuesday. 

He emerged with a reputation as 
rigid and dogmatic after 24 years as 
the Vatican’s chief overseer of doc- 
trine. But he quickly displayed a style 
of openness he said was inspired by 
John Paul II — who he said is now 
“truly at home” among the saints.

At Least 21 Killed in 
Baghdad, Tikrit Attacks 


Coordinated bombings 
come amid resurgence 
of insurgent strikes 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | An emboldened 
Iraqi insurgency staged careful- 
ly coordinated dual bombings in 
Saddam Hussein’s hometown and 
a Shiite neighborhood of the capital 
Sunday, killing at least 21 people. 

An American soldier was killed 
in a separate attack. 

A vehicle packed with explosives 
was driven into a crowd gathered in 
front of a popular ice cream shop in 
Baghdad’s western al-Shoulahneigh- 
borhood Sunday, police Maj. Mousa 
Abdul Karim said. Minutes later, as 
residents rushed to help the victims, 
a second suicide car bomber plowed 
into the crowd. At least 15 people 
were killed and 40 wounded. 

In Saddam’s hometown of Tikrit, 
two remotely detonated car bombs 
exploded in quick succession outside 
a police academy, killing at least six

Iraqis and wounding 33, police and 
a hospital official said. 

Insurgents also attacked U.S. 
forces. A roadside bomb hit one 
convoy in eastern Baghdad, killing 
one American soldier and wounding 
two, the U.S. military said. 

Insurgent attacks had dropped 
dramatically shortly after Iraq’s his- 
toric Jan. 30 elections, but have spi- 
raled upward in recent weeks as the 
politicians failed to name a govern- 
ment.

Another 4 Suspects Arrested 
In Attack on Civilian Chopper 

U.S. forces arrested four more sus- 
pects in Thursday’s downing of a 
civilian helicopter north of Baghdad, 
bringing the number apprehend- 
ed so far to 10, the military said 
Sunday. All 11 passengers and crew 
were killed, including one shot by 
insurgents. U.S. soldiers from Task 
Force Baghdad, working with Iraqi 
security forces, detained the suspects 
during the past 24 hours, a military 
statement said.

Ezer Weizman, President

Former Israeli President Ezer 
Weizman, a flying ace who built up 
the nation’s air force and helped bring 
about the Jewish state’s first peace 
treaty with an Arab country, died 
Sunday.

80. Weizman, 
who was presi- 
dent from 1993 
to 2000, had suf- 
fered from respi- 
ratory infections 
in recent months. 

In three decades 
in political life, he made a highly pub- 
lic transition from hawk to dove, say- 
ing the Jews had to learn to “share 
this part of the world” with the Arabs. 
As defense minister in 1979, he was 
instrumental in negotiating Israel’s 
peace treaty with Egypt, (ap)

Japan opened a new front in its 
dispute with China on Sunday by 
sharply criticizing Beijing’s histo- 
ry textbooks, signaling continued 
friction between the Asian powers 
despite high-profile diplomatic 
moves to quell tensions.

Ecuador’s Ousted 
President in Exiie 


Gutierrez and family 
spirited out of Quito, 
transported to Brazilia 

BRASILIA, BRAZIL I Ecuador’s former 
president began his life in exile in 
Brazil on Sunday, ending a four- 
day drama that began when protest- 
ers accusing him of abuse of power 
drove him from office and forced 
him to take refuge in the Brazilian 
ambassador’s residence. 

A police vehicle whisked Lucio 
Gutierrez out of the Quito residence 
through its back entrance before 
dawn Sunday to avoid protesters, 
and he arrived in Brazil’s capital 
seven hours later on an air force 
jet, Brazilian military spokesman

Vladomiro Fagundes said. 

Gutierrez’s wife and one of 
his two daughters accompanied 
him to Brazil, which granted asy- 
lum to the 48 -year-old cashiered 
army colonel. 

They were immediately flown 
out of Brasilia military base by heli- 
copter and were headed to a mili- 
tary-run hotel, Fagundes said. 

Gutierrez, the third leader of this 
unstable, oil-rich Andean nation 
forced from office in eight years, 
did not talk to reporters. But in a 
letter requesting asylum released 
to reporters, Gutierrez wrote: “In 
light of the current situation in the 
Republic of Ecuador, I feel person- 
ally threatened and unable to guar- 
antee my liberty and physical integ- 
rity, as well as that of my wife’s and 
of my daughters.” 

Gutierrez had been holed up 
in the ambassador’s residence for 
four days awaiting permission 
from the new government to leave 
Ecuador, following Congress’s deci- 
sion to remove him from office amid 
massive anti-government protests. 
Lawmakers later named former 
Vice President Alfredo Palacio as 
Ecuador’s new president. 

The deposed leader’s enemies 
say he should be tried for abuse of 
power, corruption and the violent 
repression of protests that prompt- 
ed Wednesday’s congressional vote.

JIDDAH, SAUDI ARABIA I Sky-high 
oil prices and the prickly issues of 
terrorism and bringing democracy 
to the Middle East could provide 
some tense moments between old 
friends when Saudi Crown Prince 
Abdullah visits President Bush at 
his Texas ranch this week.

Violence Flares as Togo Goes to Polls 


LOME, TOGO I Amid scattered vio- 
lence, Togo voted Sunday to elect a 
new president, hoping he will bring 
democracy after decades of tyranny 
and restore order following months 
of turmoil caused by the death of 
Africa’s longest- serving ruler. 

Leading candidate Faure 
Gnassingbe, the son of late dic- 
tator Gnassingbe Eyadema, reit- 


erated his vows to restore securi- 
ty, unite the divided country and 
install a government of national 
unity if elected. 

His rivals were Harry Olympic 
and opposition front-runner Bob 
Akitani, who went into hiding after 
unidentified men stormed his office, 
tied up three staff members at gun- 
point and stole computers, accord- 


ing to his spokesman and lawyer, 
Homawoo Atsu. 

After Eyadema died Feb. 5 of 
a heart attack, the army named 
Gnassingbe president in what many 
saw as a military coup. International 
pressure forced Gnassingbe to step 
down and promise elections amid 
opposition protests that descended 
into deadly violence, bryan mealer (ap)

Control of Gaza Borders Discussed 


Palestinians want 
fewer travel restrietions 
after Israelis pull out 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Palestinian 
negotiators said Sunday they want 
Israel to allow movement in and out 
of the Gaza Strip after its withdraw- 
al from the territory this summer, 
and suggested international moni- 
tors could control borders to allay 
Israel’s security concerns. 

Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas, meanwhile, said that 


before he travels to the United 
States in May, he might meet 
with Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon. The Bush administration 
has urged Israelis and Palestinians 
to do more to coordinate the Gaza 
pullout, initially envisioned 
by Israel as a unilateral move. 

Israel’s plan of “unilateral dis- 
engagement” from Gaza and four 
West Bank settlements says border 
arrangements will remain in place. 
Israel fears free movement would 
enable militants to smuggle weap- 
ons into Gaza and launch attacks 


on Israel from Gaza. 

Israel currently controls all 
crossings in and out of Gaza. 
During more than four years of 
fighting, Israel has imposed strin- 
gent travel restrictions on Gazans. 
Only those with special permits can 
leave the strip. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Mark Regev said the sides 
should focus on coordinating the 
pullout. “Bringing up different 
issues now, changing the focus, is 
not necessarily going to be produc- 
tive,” he said, ibrahim barzak (ap)

Syria’s Military 
Leaves Lebanon 


Syrian troops expected 
out by Tuesday, ending 
29-year presence 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Syrian tanks 
were carted toward the border on 
flatbed trucks Sunday while soldiers 
loaded ammunition and knocked 
down the walls of an old base in 
eastern Lebanon, effectively end- 
ing a 29 -year military presence by 
sending home all but a few troops 
staying for a formal farewell cer- 
emony this week. 

There are about 500 Syrian 
soldiers left in Lebanon, a senior 
Lebanese military officer said. 

“All Syrian troops will leave 
Lebanon by Tuesday,” the officer 
told The Associated Press, speak- 


ing on condition of anonymity, as 
is typical for military officials 
here. 

The Syrians entered Lebanon 
in 1976, ostensibly as peacekeepers 
in the year-old civil war. After the 
war ended in 1990, 40,000 Syrian 
troops remained in Lebanon, giv- 
ing Damascus the decisive say in 
Lebanese politics. 

Syria began withdrawing from 
Lebanon last month following 
international and Lebanese pres- 
sure in the wake of the Feb. 14 assas- 
sination of former Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri. Anti- Syrian oppo- 
sition leaders accused Lebanon’s 
pro -Syrian government and Syria 
of playing a role in the assassina- 
tion — a charge both authorities 
denied, hussein dakroub (ap) 


2 Police Killed by Bomb in Thailand 


BANGKOK, THAILAND I Suspected 
Islamic separatists detonated a 
bomb in southern Thailand on 
Sunday, killing two police officers 
and wounding three other people, 
just hours after the country’s queen 
appealed to the nation to condemn 
such attacks. 


The device, believed to have 
been triggered by a mobile phone, 
exploded in a small storehouse near 
a border police station and a market 
along the Malaysian frontier, said 
police Lt. Sittidej Ruansong.

Investigators still seek 
answers for what led 
to fatal aeeident in Va. 

ARLINGTON, VA. | Investigators 
brought back a school bus and 
blue garbage truck Sunday to rec- 
reate the scene and search for any 
clues that show what led to a deadly 
crash last week at an Arlington, Va., 
intersection. 

Police closed a section of 
Columbia Pike near South 


Courthouse Road for several hours 
for the investigation after Monday’s 
crash that left two elementary 
school students dead. Officials 
from the National Transportation 
Safety Board helped to analyze fac- 
tors such as the speed of the vehicles 
and glare from the sun at the streets 
that cross at the top of a hill. 

“What we will do probably 
within a week or two, we hope, is 
have an idea of what happened,” 
Arlington County Police spokesman 
Matt Martin told WTOP Radio. “If 


there was any criminal behavior, we 
would then file charges.” 

NTSB spokeswoman Debbie 
Hersman has said they are look- 
ing for ways to improve school bus 
safety overall. 

A wake was also held Sunday 
for 7-year- old Harrison Orasco 
who died from his injuries on 
Wednesday. Afuneral was scheduled 
for Monday at St. Charles Catholic 
Church in Arlington. The first vic- 
tim, 9 -year-old Lilibeth Gomez, was 
buried on Friday, (ap)

Q What are the green numbers 
popping up on Metro station 
walls where the trains pull in? 

A The numbers — which actu- 
ally are not new — cue rail 
operators to the correct place to 
stop a train based on its length, a 
Metro spokeswoman said. At some 
stations, the signs might also be 
under the edge of the platform. 

Trains usually stop on target 
automatically using signals from 
track bed equipment. Operators 
might take control, for example, if 


a train overshoots the platform. 

Separately, a clarification 
needs to be made. Last week, 
based on information from Metro, 
we reported that the Blue and 
Yellow lines are the only ones to 
run four-car trains during rush 
hour. The Orange Line also has one 
scheduled for each peak period 
that makes a single one-way trip.

While every Jewish grand- 
mother has her own secret reci- 
pe for making matzah balls, one 
rule is fairly universal — fluffier 
is better. 

Whether one’s unable to make 
it back home for a Seder or is just 
looking to subdue a craving, sev- 
eral Washington-area delicates- 
sens make matzah balls just like 
grandma.

Iron Kosher Chef competition last 
month, K’s Delicatessen (formerly 
Krupins) in Tenleytown has some 
of the area’s fluffiest and most tra- 
ditional matzah balls.

The first 30 min- 
utes of each four-hourtour is spent 
teaching riders simply “howto make it 
go” — and, equally as important, how 
to make a Segway stop. Still, city side- 
walks can be tricky, with obstacles like 
jersey barriers and street vendors, not 
to mention the gawkers. For Simon, 
Segwaying has become second 
nature: “Once you become good at 
it, you can almost make it go forward 
just by thinking,” he said. “When 
you’re walking you’re not saying ‘OK, 
I’m going to put my left foot forward 
now’ — you just do it.”

HOW YOU CAN GET HIS JOB: D.C. tour 
guides need a city-issued license. In 
addition to six character references 
and other paperwork, candidates 
must prove their knowledge of local 
sites by passing an exam. To soak up 
facts, Simon recommends reading 


books such as “On This Spot,” by 
Douglas Evelyn and Paul Dickson, 
taking tours and studying maps.

I’m switching jobs and will be work- 
ing with a company that is a com- 
petitor to my current one. How do 
I handle my new coworkers if they 
pump me for information about my 
old job? I don’t want to betray my 
former coworkers, but I also don’t 
want to make waves or seem dis- 


loyal to the new place. 

You could be sued if you share 
info about your soon-to-be former 
company. Tell your new co-workers 
that you’re sorry, but you can’t tell 
them a thing. You probably signed a 
non-disclosure with your first com- 
pany, where you promised you, well, 
wouldn’t disclose anything. So don’t. 
Most co-workers should understand 
that. If they don’t, they need a bit 
of an education. 

I proofread all the official materi- 
als for our company (press releas- 
es, brochures, etc). I feel like my 
coworkers often take advantage 
of me and submit extremely slop- 
py copy (not spell-checked, not 


even making sense), expecting me 
to rewrite everything. I’ve spoken 
to them about this and have even 
simply sent things back to them 
saying that they needed to work 
on it more, but to no avail. Should I 
just suck it up? 

Don’t babysit people if they don’t 
need it. I would continue to send it 
back with a note saying they should 
at least spell- check before they send 
you something like that. As a proof- 
reader, that is sort of your job. But I 
would suggest you send their copy 
back with a note that says you are 
a proofreader, not a rewriter. They 
will get the picture, particularly if 
you won’t accept things until they 
are readable.

technology such as traffic sensors 
and roadside cameras to give drivers 
traffic information through dedicat- 
ed radio stations, electronic traffic 
signs, 511 numbers or, more recently, 
Web sites and cell phones. 

GPS is just one of several technol- 
ogies being studied as ways to update 
traffic systems, said Neil Schuster 
of the Intelligent Transportation 
Society of America. For example, a 
system that uses cell phones as anon- 
ymous “traffic probes” will be used 
by Virginia in Norfolk, said company 
official Cy Smith. “The next big chap- 
ter in road development in the U.S. 
is, ‘How do you take all of these roads 
and connect them electronically?’” 
Schuster said, michaelhill (ap) 


Efforts for Blind 
La Forge Ahead 


DISABILITY I Levar Burton, who 
played blind Lt. Geordi La Forge in 
“Star Trek: The Next Generation,” 
has become the inspiration for high- 
tech efforts to enable the blind. The 
Levar Burton Vision Enhancement 
Technology Center in Morgantown, 
W.Va., is developing and testing 
products to help people see better. 

The character also lent its name 


to a vision device called JORDY, or 
Joint Optical Reflective Display. The 
set of goggles has controls for color, 
contrast and magnification. 

But JORDY is heavy, costly and 
can cause motion sickness, so it’s best 
for stationary tasks, such as read- 
ing, said Paul Mogan, a blind elec- 
tronic engineer. But the next idea, 
he said, could be a visor linked to a

S P 0 R T S I With the reins in one hand 
and a whip in the other, the rider 
prodded a camel around the track 
at a fast lope. The jockey, “Kamel,” 
was a robot — and rode the racing 
camel for 1.5 miles, reaching speeds 
of up to 25 miles per hour. 

By 2007, rulers of Qatar say, all 
its camel racers will be mechani- 
cal. Human rights groups, who say 
camel racing abuses child jockeys, 
have been spurring the robots’ devel- 
opment. Activists have said there are 
about 40,000 boys, some as young 
as 4, sold by their parents or kid- 
napped to be jockeys. Qatar has 
seized on robots as the solution. 


Developer Alexandre Colot said it 
took around a year and $1 million to 
develop Kamel. The robot takes com- 
mands via a wireless remote control 
with a range of a half-mile. A han- 
dler follows the rider in a vehicle and 
uses a joystick to issue four instruc- 
tions: forward, backward, sideways 
and whip action. The robot uses those 
commands to drive the camel, and is 
equipped with a global positioning 
system satellite beacon and shock 
absorbers for the rough ride. 

Race organizers plan for 20 riding 
robots when racing season starts in 
October. “We’ve proved that it works,” 
said Colot. tarek al-issawi (ap)

Draft Hints at Change for Redskins 


QB Campbell excelled in West Coast Offense

REDSKiNSlJoe Gibbs’ selection of 
a quarterback in the first round of 
the NFL draft indicates his faith 
in Patrick Ramsey is more than 
a little shaky. Yet even if Jason 
Campbell doesn’t play a down in 
2005, the Washington Redskins 
offense should have at least a few 
new wrinkles. 

Campbell, picked No. 25 over- 
all, excelled last season in the 
West Coast offense for undefeat- 
ed Auburn, and Gibbs in January 
hired a quarterbacks coach. Bill 
Musgrave, who is considered 
an expert in that same offense. 
Musgrave has even persuaded Gibbs 
to experiment with the shotgun dur- 
ing spring practices, a formation 
Gibbs has never preferred. 

“I think it’s good every now and 
then that you change people on the 


staff and somebody comes in with a 
new set of ideas,” Gibbs said Sunday. 
“Sometimes you need to get outside 
your own box” 

That said, don’t expect the 
Redskins to evolve into the San 
Francisco 49ers of the 1990s. Gibbs 
is too set in his ways to change his 
stripes completely — even though his 
offense ranked 30th last season. 

“In general, we’re not going to 
be in the West Coast as far as pass 
protection and stuff,” Gibbs said. 
“Basically what they do is pull a lot 
of people out, take a lot of chances. 
It’s a terrific style of offense, but it 
doesn’t fit with us because we’re more 
solid pass protection.” 

Every nuance of Gibbs’ state- 
ments about his offense will get an 
extra bit of analysis now that he’s 
opened the door for the possibility 


of yet another quarterback contro- 
versy. Gibbs made strong statements 
this weekend in support of starter 
Patrick Ramsey and backup Mark 
Brunell, but now he’s got an alterna-

In a Lonely Place 


Bruce Springsteen 
tells sad tales, but 
leaves out the melody 

MUSIC I Bruce Springsteen takes 
listeners to some desolate places 
on “Devils & Dust” (Columbia): 
a desert battlefield, a prostitute’s 
bedroom, the riverbed of the Rio 
Grande, a barroom gripped by the 
desperation of last call. 

If only it wasn’t such a barren 
place musically. 

Springsteen has made a tra- 
dition of alternating amped-up 
albums with stripped-down affairs, 
and after the life -affirming rock of 
“The Rising” and a long tour with 
the E Street Band, this disc fits 


that pattern. The E Street Band is 
gone, except for Springsteen’s wife, 
Patti Scialfa, and the emphasis is on 
Bruce and his acoustic guitar, with 
some tasteful adornments. 

Using a novelist’s eye for 
detail and an economy of words, 
Springsteen has always been able 
to create vivid settings — be it the 
south Jersey boardwalk, an amuse- 
ment park ride or, in this case, most- 
ly the rural West. Sometimes these 
details will make you wince, like on 
the explicit “Reno” or tragic immi- 
grant’s tale “Matamoros Banks.” 
These are tales of hard lives, with 
little redemption offered. 

Without a solid musical setting, 
though, they can simply be academ- 
ic exercises. “Devils & Dust” suffers 


from a shortage of strong melodies 
that will make you want to revisit 
these people and places. On a song 
like “Black Cowboy,” Springsteen 
is talking more than singing. Too 
much of this album sounds rep- 
etitious or, in the case of “All I’m 
Thinkin’ About,” very slight. 

There are exceptions, to be 
sure: the lovely and heartbreaking 
“Matamoros Banks,” the rousing “All 
the Way Home,” with its pedal steel 
accents, and “Maria’s Bed,” one of 
two songs where Springsteen trades 
in his clipped drawl for a falsetto 
voice. And artistic stretching of any 
type beats the alternative. 

One quite spectacular advan- 
tage of this release is the new 
“dual disc” format — one side

Hasidic reggae star 
Matisyahu makes 
righteous rhythms 

MESSAGE MUSIC I In the insular 
Orthodox Jewish neighborhood of 
Crown Heights in Brooklyn, mem- 
bers of the Hasidic religious group 
rarely mingle with outsiders. 

So it’s understandable that 
a young Hasidic woman grows 
alarmed when she happens by an 
unusual scene — a solemn Hasidic 
man being photographed by a secu- 
lar group of people. But the woman 
breaks out into a smile when she 
learns the name of the man before 
the camera. 

“Oh, Matisyahu,” she says. 
“Everybody knows who he is.” 

Well, not yet. But the Hasidic 
reggae star is gaining fans, respect 
and attention for his unusual hybrid 
of music and religion. 

At a recent sold- out concert at 
a New York City club, Matisyahu 
emerged on the stage sporting a 
long beard, glasses and the black 
pants, white shirt and yarmulke 
worn by male Hasids 

But as his band began to play 
intoxicating rhythms, Matisyahu 
began to groove with the beat, sing- 


ing and chanting in a convincing 
Caribbean lilt. Halfway through 
the first song, the crowd — which 
included Jewish kids, Birkenstock- 
type music fanatics and African- 
Americans — was jumping up and 
down to the beat with Matisyahu, 
who held his hand to his head so his 
yarmulke wouldn’t fall off. 

BornMatthewMiller, Matisyahu 


wasn’t brought up in the ultra- 
conservative Jewish branch of 
Hasidism. Growing up in the New 
York City suburb of White Plains, 
he resisted any specific religious 
doctrine. 

It was when he was studying 
arts at the New School University 
that he became entranced with the 
music of reggae stars like Capelton, 


Sizzla and Buju Bant on. 

“That’s what really inspired 
me the most, the message and the 
method that I connected to,” said 
Matisyahu, 25. 

“The message was like some 
kind of connecting to your roots 
... searching for truth, believing 
in God and the unity of the world 
and the universe, and just a certain 
strength, a certain passion and a 
certain fire.” 

He began playing in bands and 
making demos. But he also became 
entranced with Judaism, specifi- 
cally the Chabad-Lubavitch branch 
of Hasidism. 

“The rabbis at first were like, 
‘You’re in yeshiva — why would 
you want to go to these clubs and 
go to these bars and go back to this 
lifestyle that you used to be a part 
of?”’ he recalled. 

Aside from his unique delivery 
— which combines hip-hop beat- 
boxing with reggae chanting and 
singing — Matisyahu’s music ref- 
erences spirituality and Judaism 
heavily. One of his song titles is 
“Tzama L’cha Nafshi (Psalm 63: 
2-3).” 

But Matisyahu says he’s not try- 
ing to convert anyone. 

“I’m just trying to put my music 
out there, and at the end of the day, I 
hope people take away from it what 
I took away from music growing 
up, that it gave me a sense of 
strength and hope and peace, 
and stability and inspiration.”

I 
think it takes something away 
from the listener,” Gray said. 

McDonough added, “We have 
enough respect for our audience 
to give them the opportunity to 
think for themselves.” 

“Lost and Found” already has 
a solid single with “Happy?” con- 
tinuing the steady success the 
quartet (which also includes bass- 
ist Ryan Martinie and guitarist Greg 
Tribbett) has experienced since its 
2000 debut on Epic. That album. 


“L.D. 50,” contained the hits “Dig” 
and “Death Blooms.” The 2002 
full-length recording “The End of 
All Things to Come” brought fur- 
ther acclaim with “World so Cold” 
and “Not Falling.” 

Mudvayne’s makeup and cos- 
tumes, which have ranged from 
face painting to alien masks, also 
got their share of attention. Though 
band members are not wear- 
ing makeup or costumes for now, 
recent media attention about their 
decision has grown tiresome, con- 
sidering they first dropped the dress- 
up props in 2003 for the Summer 
Sanitarium tour.

A special home where 
ape culture will be 
studied as it develops 

Dr. Sue Savage -Rumbaugh sounds 
like a proud mother when she talks 
about her bonobos, apes in a lan- 
guage-research program meant to 
shed light on their nature and maybe 
our own. The first two bonobos will 
arrive at their new $10 million, 
13,000 -square-foot home in Des 
Moines, Iowa, later this month. 

All eight — three females and 
five males — will arrive at the Great 
Ape Trust of Iowa by mid-May. 
Bonobos are the most human-like 
apes. Savage -Rumbaugh said. 

They vocalize “as though they 
are conversing” and walk upright. 
“If you want to find a human-like 
creature that exists in a completely 
natural state ... that creature is the 
bonobo,” said Savage -Rumbaugh, a 
psychologist and ape researcher. 

If the apes learn language, music 
and art, once thought to be distinct

to humans, it suggests “those things 
are not innate in us,” she said. 

“Those are things that we have 
created, and create anew and build 
upon from one generation to the 
next ...” she said. “Then we have 
the power to change it and make 
it any other way. We could have an 
ideal world, if we but learn how to 
doit.” 

The bonobos will be able to cook 
in their own kitchen, tap vending 
machines for snacks, go for walks in 
the woods and communicate with 
researchers through computer 
touchscreens. The decor in their 
18 -room home includes an indoor

waterfall and climbing areas 30 
feet high. 

The longevity of the project is 
unlike any other. The animals, 
which have a life span of up to 
about 50 years, will be allowed 
to mate and have families — and 
develop cultures that will be stud- 
ied for generations to come, Savage- 
Rumbaugh said. 


Visitors are allowed, but they 
must understand that the Great 
Ape Trust is not a zoo, she said. 
But, using a network of cameras 
and computers, the bonobos can 
see visitors who ring the doorbell — 
and will be able to choose through 
a computer touchscreen who will 
be permitted into a secured view- 
ing area. “Only if they want to open

the door can you enter,” Savage - 
Rumbaugh said. 

Karen Killmar, an associate 
curator at the San Diego Zoo, said 
the Great Ape Trust is unlike other 
research programs. “There’s studies 
all over the place in terms of intel- 
ligence and learning ability and 
behavior,” she said, “but to be able 
to sort of pull it all together in one 
place I think is a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to give us a much clearer pic- 
ture of what our closest relatives
